In geneial dimensions the
structure will be 200x749 feot. leaving
piovlslon for an extension In futuio of
one-thir- d this length. It will be built
on the st i no tut al steel plan, canving
hiick walls seventeen Inches thick,
with twonty-s- K inch pIlaMers.

But
It Is apparent that tho wall niul embank-
ment on the westerly side arc such an to
Justify the defendants In maintaining tho
wall now erected by them on tho easterly
side so as to protect their own property.

It Is eimicult to fix nccurmelv
tho high water line on cither side of the
tlver, It Is safe to state that tho wall
orocted by tho defendants on the easterly
side, especially tho part of tho wall moro
particularly attacked In this carfe. Is jn

the high and low water line.
The erection of this wall by the de-

fendants Is a reasonable precaution to
protect their own land from an overflow
in time of freshets and this has heen
made nieoesary In part by the act of the
plaintiff In erecting barriers on the west-
erly side. Tho truth of the situation Is
that both parties are devising the same
methods on each side of tho river to ward
nit some apprehended danger and thisdanger under the present nnd probable
future conditions, according to tho evi-
dence, Is moro Imaginary than real.

The facts found have done away with
tho necessity of formulating elaborate
conclusions of law.
